The Murderer Narrowly Es- 


capes Lynching. 


A Tcrrlblo Confession. 


NEW YOHK, Oct. 20. 


Frrmk McConnclii, previonaly nrrosted on 


suspicion, was ngnin nrrested loto Saturday 
night on Long Island, chnrgcd with tbo 
murder of the child Maggie Bauer. Ho was 
taken to the spot whoro the body was found.

Truiubtetl Violently 


nud completely broke down, and mndo a ful 
confession, not only of the crimo hut of tho 
manner in which ho committed it. His hor- 
riblo confeKsion is RB follows : 


On the afternoon of the 14th 
o'f Augusl 


ho was iu a corn field, when Moggie wont to 
show Knto Hoffman tho way through tho 
woods to Valley Stream depot. 
Ho saw 


them both go past tho corn field, watchec 
Maggie return, and ns she got opposite to 
him ho 
S |» ran ffout at licr and Crappled her 
by tbo throat to prevent her from limiting a 
noise, tho poor child meanwhile crying, 
"Mama!" 


At this point iu tlio confession tho mothoi 


of Maggie, who was present, sprang upoi 
the prisoner with the ferocity of a tigress, 
nud grappled him by tho throat.

They are not touched by a light fros 
that might occur, nor scalded 1/y tho noo 
saa. As soon as they aro dry, gather int 
heaps of 40 or CO bushels, and cover, whe 
they will bo safe until heavy frosts come 
when they should be pitted, or stored in 
dry collar. It. is best to dig only In dr 
weather. Potatoes aro high now, 
on accoun 


of. the ravages of the potato beetle and th 
dry weather, in some sections. But on th 
whole the crop is largo, and prices may no 
koup up when the supply becomes diffuse; 
and equalized. This may be worth consider 
iug by those wlio can dig their crop early 


PuitE SEED,—Who that has had a garden 


and grown vegetables, but has lime aui 
iiRain been disappointed, in getting olc 
worthless seeds, or snch as turn out untru 
to name. Thoro are a few leading sorts o 
vegetables, that are indispensable in 
kitchen garden, and. to bave these fail is i 
serious matter. To avoid such failures, am 
always be sure of suoh crops, there is ou< 
measure which if put in practice is certain 
of success. This is at the time of gathering 
the crop to select a few of the best speci 
mens of the different kinds, from whicii to 
raise seed tbe following spring. With tho 
exception of parsnip seed, these are gooc 
for terms of from two to ten years, if prop 
orly kept. By following a plan of growing 
two or three kinds of seed a year, a suppb 
can be kept up at a small outlay. In thia 
way the constant annoyance and loss result- 
ing from sowing seeds not true to name 
can easily be avoided—[P. T. Quinn 
Scribner for Nov.
